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INTRODUCTION 


This reader is intended for use in the instruction of 
beginning and intermediate Arabic. The objective of the editor 
is to provide the student and instructor with texts from Ara- 
bic literature which can be read shortly after exposure to the 
perfect and imperfect usages of the verb. Some of the selec- 
tions contained in this reader have already been used with much 
Success at various stages of beginning and intermediate Arabic 
at the University of Minnesota as supplemental readings along- 
side of various introductory and intermediate texts, including 
Elementary Modern Standard Arabic of the University of Michigan. 
It is the editor's belief that the beginning student of Arabic 
should be exposed very early to readings other than the neces- 
sarily contrived sentences and phrases which are found in intro- 


ductory language texts. It is the editor's hope that this read- 
er will also engender an appreciation for Arabic literature at 
the introductory level of language study. Indeed, there are 


several excellent readers available for the advanced and inter- 
mediate levels. However, there is a paucity of readily availa- 
ble materials for the beginning and early intermediate stages 
in the study of Arabic. Hopefully, this reader will help to 
bridge this gap. | 


The twenty-nine selections which this reader comprises 
have been carefully chosen due to their suitability for the stat- 
ed purpose on the basis of easiness of style, choice of vocabu- 
lary, and lack of grammatical complexities. With the exception 
of the very last selections, they have been arranged according 
to easiness in an ascending order of difficulty. In many cases, 
the selections are self-contained portions of much longer texts. 
Selections 1, 5, 10, 11, 12, 15, 28 and 29, are complete. Selec- 
tions 2, 3, 4, 7 and 8, are represented here as they are common- 
ly found in readers and textbooks for Arabic children. In most 
cases, notwithstanding the lack of uniformity in the original 
texts, punctuation was retained without changes. 


Each selection has its own glossary which includes 
annotations, idiomatic usages and necessary grammatical informa- 
tion. Verbs are always glossed in the perfect tense (in the 3° 
person, masculine singular). The middle vowel of the imperfect 
form of the root verb (al-fifl al-mujarrad) is provided in pa- 
renthesis in Latin characters adjacent to the verb. Whenever a 
derived form of the verb occurs in the early selections, the im- 
perfect form is fully provided itn parenthesis. The imperfect 
of a root verb whose first radical is a waw is always cited, e.g.,

pected to be familiar with the jussive form of the verb and all 
of its uses, at an early stage, assistance, is provided as neces- 
sary in the glossaries, e.g. oS LSS le The passive 
readings of verbs are also potneed out wherever they occur. The 
imperatives are also glossed along with the verb whenever they 
present themselves. The imperfects of all terminally and medi- 
ally weak verbs are provided in the glossaries of all selections, 
with the exception of the last five. Conditional sentences, in- 
definite relative clauses, and other advanced constructions are 
translated as complete units, in addition to the glossing of each 
word. Broken plurals of nouns and adjectives are generally pro- 
vided, unless their usage is extremely rare. Plurals are preced- 
ed by the letter @ which represents jam° (Arabic for plural). 
The tanwin (nunation) and case inflection of fully inflected 
nouns and adjectives are not provided. However, if a noun or an 
adjective is not Fully inflected, then the nominative,case ending 
is provided, e.g., 251557 (F)" Vas BSN / pte.

Within each ea “each word i? given one listing 
in the order of its first occurance in the selection. Words are 


glossed according to the context, although variant definitions 
are often provided. 


In the glossaries of the first ten selections very 
little is assumed or taken for granted, in order to avoid frus- 
trations for the beginner. Thereafter, words which have occured 
several times and with which the student should have become fa- 
militar are no longer cited unless they possess orthographic fea- 
tures making identity ambiguous. This process of phasing out 
becomes more intense after selection twenty-one. It should be 
noted that vowel marks are generously provided in the texts of 
the first few selections and gradually reduced thereafter. Thus, 
it is recommended that the selections be read more or less’ in 
the sequence in which they occur. However, since each selection 
is glossed individually, there is room for much latitude in re- 
arranging closely numbered selections.
